TROOPS CHARGED OUTLAW 


And Finally Killed Him---Bandit’s 
Attack on a Girl Provoked 
the Battle.

Santa Ana, Cal., December 16.—In a 
fight today in the hills at Tamato 
Springs, 
and more than 100 
guardsmen and citizens, 
who had attacked a young girl last 
night, 
ert Squires, also, was killed, and three 
of his deputies were seriously 
wounded. 

Battle Followed All Night Chase. 

The battle was the climax of an all- 
night pursuit of the bandit by a 
sheriff's posse, which brought him to 
bay at dawn on the summit of the 
rocky hills overlooking the water holes 
of Tamato Springs. 

Turning upon hispursuers, the ban- 
dit, entrenched behind rocks, opened 
fire. One of his first bullets fatally 
wounded Squires. He lay in a gulch, 
calling for help until he died. Eacno 
time an effort was made to reach him, 
one or more members of his posse fell 
wounded. 

It was not until a company of the 
Seventh regiment, California national 
guard, had ben summoned, and, flank- 
ing the bandit’s position, had shot him 
to death, that the body of Squires was 
recovered. 

Outlaw Tied Girl to Fence. 

The bandit appeared last night at 
the ranch of William Huff,in the San 
Joaquin district, and attacked the lat- 
ter’s niece, Miss Myrtle Huff, a. 14- 
year-old girl. The attack was made 
after the man had tiled Miss Huff's

older sister, Jessie, to a fence near the. 


barn. 

Jessie managed to work herself free 
from her bonds after the bandit had 
Wed. She ran to the aid of her sister 
and then gave the alarm. Sheriff C. E. 
Ruddock dispatched a squad of officers 
under Squires to take the trail of the 
fugitive. This posse included Depu- 
ties James Stacy, William Culver and 
William Prothers, all of whom were 
wounded in attempts to carry the ban- 
dit’s stronghold and rescue Squire’s 
body from the gulch. 

Troops Fired as They Charged. 

The militiamen were posted under 
cover along the ridge rimming the 
canyon, and charged, firing as they 
advanced. . The bandit was driven from 
his position, and as he emerged his 
body loomed against the sKy for a mo- 
ment and then pitched forward. He 
had been shot through the head, the 
body and both legs. A _ blood-stained 
handkerchief covered a bullet hole in 
his wrist, indicating that he had been 
wounded in the first skirmish with 
Squires and hig posse. 

The bandit was 25 or 30 years of age. 
His identity has not yet been estab- 
lished.

MAY MAKE APPEAL 
TO UNITED STATES 


If Peace Conference in London 
Results in Deadlock, 


MEDIATION MAY BE ASKED 


And it Is Said Turkey and Balkan 
States Will Leave Differences 
to United States. 


UNITED STATES TO ACT 
IF ALL PARTIES ASK 


Washington, December 16.—In re- 
gard to reports from London that 
the United States is being consid- 
ered as a possible mediator in the 
negotiations between the Balkan 
allies and the Turkish government 
to bring about a settlement of the 
war, it was said here tonight that 
not since the outbreak of the hos- 
tilities has this subject engaged the 
attention of the officials in Wash- 
ington. The opinion ig expressed 
here that no move would be made by 
President Tafttointervene or me- 
diate at the present stage unless all 
parties to the London negotiations 
clearly signified that the good of- 
ficeg of the United States would be 
acceptable. Under guch conditions 
it is believed President Taft would 
feel himself obligated under the 
terms of The Hague convention, © to 
which the United States is a party, 
to yield to the desires of the con- 
tending parties. ,

London, December 16,—Preliminaries 
of the peace conference were com- 
pleted today, and apparently the great 
difficulty regarding the signing of the 
armistice has been surmounted. Ev- 
erything is ready for actual negotia- 
tions to begin tomorrow. 

So wide is the divergence between 
the respective claims of the Balkan al- 
lids and Turkey that there is little 
prospect of an -early termination of 
the conference. 

United States as Mediator. 

In the event of a deadlock it is. 
stated th atptomatic circtes that Tur- 
key and#he Balkan states may ask the 
the United States to act as mediator. 

The Turkish and Bulgarian dele- 
gates had another prolonged informal 
meeting at 7 oclock thig evening, at 
which it is reported they discussed 
Adrianople. 

It is reported through Berlin tonight 
that the Servian ministers, in council, 
decided, in deference to Russian and 
French advice, to yield the port of 
Durazzo, on the Adriatic, and that the! 
Servian premier, M. Pachitch, is com- 
ing to London in connection with this 
determination. 

The day's feature was the address of 
welcome delivered by Sir Edward Grey, 
the British secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, who was elected honorary presi- 
dent of the conference. The responses 
of the heads of the vartous delegations 
indicated a desire to accomplish the 
purpose of the conference. 

All the delegates applauded Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s speech, which, like his 
in the house of commons 
Wednesday, aimed at impartiality. 

The first encounter between the al- 
lies and the Turks will come tomorrow. 
A climax wil] be reached when both 
sides exchange their respective propo- 
sitions for the conclusion of peac>.

YEGGS GET $2,000 
AT DULUTH BANK 


Getaway—No One Ven- 
tured Near. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., December 16.—- 
(Special.)—Safeblowers got at their 
work at Duluth last night when they 
cracked the safe of the Bank of Du- 
luitth and secured more than $2,000. It 
was evidently the work of experts. 
Two distinct explosions were heard 
by about twenty-five persons, but no 
one ventured out to see what was the 
cause of the reports. 

The robbery was discovered Monday 
morning about 6 o’clock. At that time 
there had been so much passing it 
was impossible to track the thieves 

with dogs. 

President L. P. Pattillo, of Buford, 
was notified of the robbdery and he 
proceeded to Duluth at once. He noti- 
fied the authorities in Atlanta, Law- 
renceville and ether surrounding points 
to be on the lookout for any suspi- 
cious characters. 

The bank was equipped with a time 
lock safe and in order to get to the 
currency it was necessary to blow open 
the vault and then crack the safe. 
This accounts for the two explosions. 

The safe was a complete wreck and 
will have to be replaced with a new 
one. The robbers carried off a few of 
the papers in addition to al} of the 
money. The bank carried burglars’ in- 
surance and the loss is*fully covered.

BLEASE. OUTDONE 
BY GOV.DONAGHEY 


Arkansas Executive Pardons 
360 Convicts as Protest 
Against Lease System, 


Little Rock, Ark., December  16.— 


Governor George W. Donaghey, who 
will retire from office January 1, is- 
sued pardons today to 316 state and 44 
county convicts, as'a protest agaifst 
the convict lease system in vogue -in- 
this state. As a result, three state con- 
vict camps will be abolished.’ Several 
camps where convicts are engaged: in 
the building of good roads, however, 
will be continued in operation. The 
convicts. pardoned were serving. sen- 
tences of from one to fifteen years. 

The governor, in a_ statement ex- 
plaining his action in issuing the par- 
dons, scored the convict lease system 
and magistrates who imposed lengthy 
sentences for trivial offenses. 

The governor in his statement, which 
will be presented to the next ‘legisla- 
ture, recites his unsuccessful efforts 
to have ‘the convict system abolish-, 
ed, and declares that reports made 
to him by special agents of conditions 
existing on state and county farms 
“eould scarcely be accepted as truth 
gotten from official documents and 
personal statements among a civilized 
people, but for the records in the 
case.’ 

The statement does not give the in- 
formation secured in detail. 

In answer to his critics, who the 
governor quotes as having said that a 
state penitentiary “could not be design- 
ed asa Sunday school,” he says,“nor was 
it designed as a revengefu]l hell. Of 
course, no one intends for it to be 
such, but, in a measure, that is what 
it and the county farms of the state 
have resolved themselves into.”

Returns From Bermuda and- Will 
Busy Himself With the Affairs 
of New Jersey. 


Princeton, N. J., December 16.—After 
a month’s leisure and recreation in the 
Bermuda islands, Woodrow Wilson re- 
turned home tonight and took up in 
earnest we many tasks that confront 
him in his dual role as governor of 
New Jersey and president-elect of the 


United States. 

Thousands of letters awaited Mr. 
Wilson's arrival, and though most of 
them concerned his nationa, adminis- 
tration, the president-elect made it 
clear he still was governor, and in- 
tended to devote his energies now to 
state business. 

Mr. Wilson may remain governor of 
the state until about March 1, only 4 
few days before he must go to Wash- 
ington. This t© because he wishes to 
finish his program of legislation pend- 
ind in the state legislature, which con- 
venes January 14. 

With respect to his cabinet, Mr. Wil- 
son said today he had not made any 
tinal selections. 

Mr. Wilson said he realized that be- 
fore deciding upon the personnel of 
his cabinet he would have to determine 
just what type of cabinet he would 
form. 

He Recognizes Two Types. 

He recognizes two types from a re- 
view of the manner in which his pre- 
decessors have met this question. One 
type is the politica] cabinet construct- 
ed from party material ‘iat must, in a 
sense, be rewarded in order to pre- 
serve party harmony. The _ other is 
characterized by. Mr. Wilson as. the 
personal cabinet, made up of. men 
whose business fitness ig known to 


him personally, and on whose judg- 
ment he would like to lean. 

Carefully steering the correspondents 
away from all questions of personnel, 
Mr. Wilson also declineg to say which 
type of cabinet he now prefers. He 
said he had written some years ago a 
magazine article criticising Mr. Cleve- 
land’s cabinets, but he had not speci- 
fically asked Mr.Cleveland which type 
he had found the most desirable. 

“The two types of cabinets,” he said, 
reming me of a question I was once 
discussing wit Dr. James McCosh, 
president of Princeton in the late 80's. 
We were speaking of the two types 
of teachers—the one who tried to reach 
the average intelligence of the class 
andthe other who catered tothe most 
intelligent and let the rank and file 
get along as best they could. I asked 
Dr. McCosh which he liked the better. 
‘Oh,’ he said, ‘we need a little of both.” 

The vresident-elect sent the follow- 
ing cablegram today to Mrs. Whitelaw 
Reid, widow of the late American am- 
bassador: 

“Mrs. Wilsen and I: wish to express 
to you our heartfelt sympathy with you 
in your deep sorrow, a sorrow which 
the whole country shares.”’ 

WILSON DODGED VEHICLES 
AS HE TRAMPED IN NEW YORK 

New York, December 16.—President- 
elect Wilson, his wife and two daugh- 
ters reached here this morning at 8 
o'clock on the steamship Bermudian 
after a vacation trip to Bermuda. 

After a few hours in New York he 
went direct to his home in Prince- 
ton, so as to be on hand at the 
state house in Trenton early tomor- 
row for the regular budget of state 
business. 

The fog was just lifting when the 
Bermudian docked, and it was much 
too early for a crowd to gather, but 
a handful of friends Were at the pier, 
among them the governor’s secretary, 
Joseph P. Tumulty, and a reception 
committee, headed by Dudley Field 
Malone, who accompanted Miss Marga- 
ret Wilson. The other daughters, the 
Misses’ Eleanor and Jessie, took the 
Bermuda trip with their father and 
mother. ,

Governor Wilson said he had spent 
his vacation “amusing himself,” and 
answering letters, of which there were 
about 7,000, perhaps half of them ap- 
plications for government positions. 

With two secret service men trailing 
him, the president-elect left his hotel 
at noon and started on foot up Fifth 
avenue to buy a hat. Although the ave- 
nue was crowded, few recognized him 
and most of those who did were wom- 
en. At Thirty-seventh street he nar- 
rowly missed being run down by 
delivery wagon. The driver looked 
back, recognized him, grinned, and 
shouted: 

“Better. 
Woody.” 

Several blocks further north’ Gov- 
ernor Wilson had to jump out of the 
way of an automobile. An anxious 
traffic policeman who sprang toward 
him was reassured with a wave of the 
hand and the president-elect continued 
his walk. One of the few who recogc- 
nized the governor was a small boy, 
who shook hgnds and inquired grave- 
ly, “How are you getting along?’ 

“I’m getting along fine,” was the 
equally grave reply. 

A little later a man of about his 
own age rushed up behind the presi- 
dent-elect and laid a hand on his 
shoulder. Immediately the intruder was 
elbowed aside by one of the secrzt 
service men, but when Mr. Wilson 
turned, he reassured the detective, and 
Shook hands heartily with the man, 
who turned out to be a-member of tie 
governor's class at Princeton.

Frederick Lewis Flatly Refuses 
to Disclose His Profits 


STOCK EXCHANGE METHODS 


President of Bank Note Concern Says, 


He Was Punished for Refusing 
to Form Combine. 


Washington, December 1¢.—Refusal 
today of «wrederick Lewisohn, of the 
New York banking firm of Lewisohn 
Brothers, to make a statement as to 
the profit made by a syndicate formed 
to float the stock of the California 
Petroleum forced an ad- 
Journment of the house money trust 
committee. The committee adjourned 
until tomorrow to allow Mr. Lewisohn 
to confer with his counsel, Martin 
Vogel, as to answering the question. 

The witness «-nferred with his coun- 
gel tonight and hurried conferences 
were held with his associates in New 
York by telephone. If Mr. Lewisohn 
Geclines toanswer thequestion when 
the committee rsets tomorrow, the 
committee has the power to take the 
Case to the speaker of.the house, who 
may certify the record to the district 
attorney for the District of Columbia. 
It would be his duty to take the mat- 


company, 


» ter before the grand jury, and ask for 


@n indictment for contempt of the 
house, which is punishable by impris- 
onment. 

The Disputed Question. 

The disputed question was asked 
after Samuel Untermyer, counsel for 
the committee, had led Mr. Lewisohn 
through a lengthy discussion of the op- 
erations which preceded the listing of 
the California Petroleum stock on the 
New York stock exchange. Mr. Lew- 
isohn said that his firm, William Solo- 
mon & Co., and Hallgarten & Co., had 
formed a_ syndicate to handle the 
$12,500,000 preferred and $15,000,000 
common stock issued by the California 
,company. He traced the stock through 
two subsequent Syndicates with which 


—_— 


he was connected by the last of which 
the stock was opened to investors. 

On October 3, the stock was listed 
on the New York stock exchange, and 
Mr. Lewisohn said he conducted mar- 
ket operations in the stock which rose 
during the next month from 55 to 
around 70. 

Seld $15,000,000 of Stock. 

Two of the syndicates Mr. Lewisohn 
asserted, sold $10,000,000 worth of the 
common stock and $5,000,000 worth of 
the preferred at 40 and 91, respective- 
ly. This was out of $10,000,000 of 
preferred, and an amount of common 
which Mr. Lewisohn did not remem- 
ber, but which Mr. Untefmyer sug- 
gested was $10,000,000 worth sold to 
the original syndicate. At this point 
Mr. Untermyer tried to evolve that the 
remaining $65,000,000 worth of common 
went to the syndicate as profit. 

Mr. Lewisohn said he could not re- 
member the figures. 

“Will you furnish the committee a 
statement of your operations in this 
stock market when, during October, 
with 105,772 shares HLsted, 362,279 
shares were traded in, and with a 
statement of the syndicate’s profit on 
the sales of the stock?” asked Mr. Un- 
termyer. 

“TI will not furnish a statement of 
the profit,” said Mr. Lewisohn. 

“Do you refuse to furnish it?” asked 
Mr. Untermyer. 

“I do.” 

Chairman Pujo took a hand in the 
proceedings, but Mr. Lewisohn “ de- 
clined to answer the question. 

Troubles of Bank Note Concern.’ 

George H. Kendall, president of the 
New York Bank Note company, cor- 
roborated the testimony of George A. 
Fields, vice president of the company, 
who discussed difficulties between his 
concern and the New York stock ex- 
change before the committee on Fri- 
day. 

“Why is your work discriminated 
against by the stock exchange?’ asked 
Mr. Untermyer for the committee. 

“Bluntly speaking, because we will 
not combine with the American Bank 
Note company,” answered Mr. Kendall. 

Mr. Kendall calculated that’ the 
United States Steel corporation had 
paid $1,000,000 for the engraving of 
its stock certificates to date. 

“Any independent company, such as 
ours,” said Mr. Kendall, “would have 
been glad to do that work for half 
that sum.” 

Mr. Kendall identified a Ist of stock. 
holders in the American Bank Note 
company who also are members of the 
New York exchange. 

Mr.. Kendall told how the late Rus- 
sell Sage had warned him that unless 


he allowed the American company to 


absorb the New York company, the 
latter would be barred from the ex- 
change. 

“T refused,” he said, “and ten days 
later we were barred from the ex- 
change.” 

Probe Worries Stock Exchange. 

New York, December 16.—After the 
close of the market today the board 
of governors of the New York stock 
exchange held a special meeting, at 
which the investigation of the “money 
trust’ in Washington was discussed. 
The meeting was largely attended, 
some of the conferees including offi-

TILLMAN 1S BARRED 


'BY HIS FORMER WIF 


Mrs. Dugas Says Ex-Husband Shall 
Never Enter Her House Under / 
Any Circumstances. 


Columbia, S. C, December 16.—*“B. 
R. Tillman, Jr., shall never enter my 
house, under any circumstances, what- 
soever,” said Mrs. Lucy Frances Du- 
gas, of Edgefield, today in reply to 
the request of B, R. Tillman, Jr., son 
of Senator Tillman, and former hus- 
band of Mrs. Dugas, that he be allowed 
to see his children at all times when 
they might be ill. 

A recent declaration of the state ru- 
preme court in the famous case al- 


lows the father tustody of the chil- 
drén only during stated periods of the 
year and decreed that he be allowed 
to see his children with reasonable 
frequency at other times. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Lucy Dugas 
and B. R. Hillman, Jr., failing to reach 
an agreement today, following a long 
conference, the supreme court of South 
Carolina will prepare an order for the 
control of Douschka Pickens Tillman 
and Sarah Starke Tillman, the children 
of the litigants. The order was re- 
quired under the recent decree of the 
court, in the suit brought by Tillman 
against Mrs. Dugas, his former wife, 
to recover possession of the children 
at least part of the time. 

The attorneys met here with a view 
to preparing an agreement for the dis- 
position of the children in accordance 
with the decree of the court granting 
Mrs. Dugas their custody during the 


greater part of the year, but giving 
them to-the father during the summer 
vacation, during half the Christmas 
holidays and during a week in the 
spring.

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W BUTTER. MARKET 


60,000 Tons Held in Storage---Elgin 
Board Resolves to Quit Arbi- 
trarily Fixing the Price. 


Elgin, lll., December 16.—In the most 
exciting annual meeting in its history, 
the Elgin board of trade today abolish, 
ed the practice of seventeen years’ 


‘of butter by its quotation committee, 
and adopteg a plan to have the board 
{tself determine prices, based on actual 
sales. 

The action came as the result of a 
suit recently filed by the government 
aiming at dissolution of the board. In 
its bill the government mentioneg the 
quotation committee as one of the 
means used by the alleged “butter 
trust” to control prices. 

Reorganization of the boarqg and 
amendment of its rules was the culmi- 
nation of a bitter fight for control of 
the organization, waged for many years 
between the commission, or selling 
interests, and the producers. The COrm 
mission today elected a boarg of five 
directors, abolished the “quotation com- 
mitttee” and made a number of im- 
portant changes. 

Among changes in the rules adopted 
is one lowering the quality standard of 
butter to score 52 points in summer and 
90 points in winter. The present re- 
quirement is 93 points in the test 
throughout the year. Another change 
requires that al] butter must be sold 
the same week in which it is made. 

Several department of justice agents 
attendeq the meeting and took notes 
of the proceedings. 

Sixty thousand tons of butter, said 
to amount in the present state of 
the market to an absolute cor- 
ner, is held in cold storage, ac- 
cording to facts gathered by a 
corps of twenty government secret 
service operatives in connection with 
the suit filed in the United States 
court to dissolve the alleged butte: 
trust. Profits amounting to between 
$11,000,000 and $17,550,000 may be real- 
ized from the store of butter which is 
enough to supply the entire consump- 
tion of the nation for several weeks. 
tk The supply of butter in cold stor- 
age today is asserted to be 25,000,000 


date 2 year ago, which was made pos: 
sible, according to the investigators, 
by the greater supply this year. Never- 
theless, it is asserted, the greater sup- 
ply has been sequestered and the price 
is 2 cents a pound higher than a year 
ago. 

Charles H. Potter, president of 
the Elgin board, declared today that 
there is no corner in butter. 

“Butter in sterage is second grade 
and owners are selling it as fast as 
they can at $1 cents a pound. What 
some people are calling a corner is 
merely a cow. That bovine, alone and 
unaided, -has boosted the price of table 
butter 20 per cent in the last year.’ 


HARVESTER COMBINE 
FOUGHT COMBETITION 


Chicago, December 16.—Of the arm- 
fuls of letters ‘and statistical tables 
introduced today in the resumed hear- 
ing of the government suit against 
the International Harvester company, 
prosecutor Drosvenor regarded as es 
pecially important a letter written by 
the sales committee to Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick. 

The letter was dated July 16, 1903, 
and heading the signers was R. C. Has- 
kins, now president of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, of America, 
a subsidiary of the International Har- 
vester company. In substance the com- 
mittee said: 

“It is desired to get a larger per- 
centage of the hay-rake business for 
this company, and still further, cut 
into the business of the outside makers 
of hay rakes. It is believed 
that the permission given to agents 
during the past season to pay in this 
way for the rakes has 
greatly helped’ the sale of rakes, 
and it is believed the extension of this, 
as suggested above, will make it well 
nigh impossible for any of the outside 
manufacturers to compete with this 
company for hay rake business.” 


SUES TOBACCO COMBINE 
FOR $300,000 DAMAGES 


New York, December 16.—John A. 
Locker, of Z. E. Locker & Co., Brook- 
lyn tobacconists, who are plaintiffs in 
a $300,000 damage suit against the 
American Tobacco company, for alleged 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, told ais story in the trial today. 

Locker testified that because he in- 
sisted on selling independent goods, 
the Metropolitan Tobacco company, 
selling agency forthe “trust,” refused 
to sell to him, and he had to buy else- 
where under an assumed name. A 
jobber for the Metraqpolitan company, 
said Locker, told him the company 
held a meeting at which C. D. Bend- 
heim, the president, said Locker was 
selling too much independent goods. 

Locker said ‘1e called on Bendheim 
and was told that all jobbers who han- 
dled the Metropolitan company’s goods 
did so exclusively. é 
“Why, that’s a monopoly,” Locker 
said he told Bendheim. “You'll drive 
me out of business.’ 

“Yes, our business is a monopoly,” 
was Bendheim’s reply, Locker testified. 

The witness said that Bendheim tried 


to buy him out.

Thirty-Eight 
spect Work of Big 
Power Plant. 


Jackson, Ga. December 16.—(6pe- 
cial.)}—A party of thirty-eight eastern 
capitalists arrived here at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon to visit the big dam 
of the Central Georgia Power com- 
pany on the Ocmulgee river, near 


Jackson. 

A. B. Leach, president of the firm 
of Leach & Co., of Baltimore, Boston, 
New York and Philadelphia, is acting 
as guide for the party, which is com- 
posed principally of members of that 
firm and their guests, representing 
other banking interests of the east. 
Many of them had never been south 
before. 

They arrived in Macon Sunday night 
and spent Monday morning in Iinspect- 
ing the properties of the Central Gevr- 
gia Power company located in Macon, 
taking a special train to Jackson at 
noon. Accompanying the capitalists to 
Jackson were Judge William H. Fel- 
ton, Felton Hatcher, Leon 8S. Dure, T. 
F. Wickham, A. D. Schofield and other 
prominent citizens of Macon. 

The visitors were met at the depot 
by a number of representative busi- 
ness men of the town and with twen- 
ty private automobiles the party was 
conveyed to the big hydro-electric 
Plant in the eastern section of 
the county. After making an in- 
spection of the property on the river 
the party returned to Jackson at 7 
o'clock this evening and immediately 
Started on their homeward journey via 
Atlanta.

Commerce Commission Dis- 
cusses Railroad Disasters, 


“Safety First’’ Is the Rule Suggested 
by Commission for Opera- 


tion of Trains. 


Washington, December 16.—‘Safety 
first’ is the paramount rule of train 
operation suggested by the interstate 
commerce commission in its twenty- 
sixth annua] report submitted today to 
congress. Discussion of disasters on 
American railroads during, the . last 
year constitutes an important feature 
of the report. 

It is pointed out that many of the 
accidents resulting in fatalities might 
have been averted by the exercise of 
proper precaution or the employment 
of suitable devices and good equip- 
ment. Figures given show that of the 
total of 8,215 derailments during the 
year 1,877 were caused by defects of 
roadway and 3,847 were due to de- 
fective equipment. This indicates an 
increase over the previous year of 652 
in the derailments due to bad road- 
way and 1,023 due to bad equipment. 

The investigation by the commis- 
sion itself of railroad accidents in- 
volving loss of life, the report says, 
“has proceeded far enough to indi- 
cate the need of more effective meas- 
ures than thus far have been taken 
to secure safety of railroad travel.” 
While the previous suggestions of the 
commission as to the adoption by the 
railroads of all-steel or steel-under- 
frame cars are being adopted “as rap- 
idly as conditions will permit” and 
“the danger from the use of unsound 
cars is gradually disappearing,” the 
serious dangers of defective roadway 
and the use of unsound rails remain, 
as a result of which derailments are 
likely at any time to occur. . 

Accidents Due to Bad Track. 

Concerning its investigation, 
commission says: 

“Of the thirty-one derailments in-' 
vestigated, fourteen were either di- 
rectly or indirectly caused by bad 
track. In five of these fourteen cases 
the derailments would probably” have 
been avoided had existing speed re- 
strictions been observed; but in all 
the remaining cases no adequate 
speed restrictions were in force, and 
in three cases the track conditions 
were so obviously unsafe that derail- 
ments were likely to occur even at 
low speed. In one serious derailment 
an examination of the track in the 
vicinity of the accident disclosed 906 
rotten ties within a distance of 147 
rail lengths. Under many of the rails 
there were aS many as eleven bad ties 
and under each of two rails there 
were twelve ties so badly decayed and 
broken as to be totally unfit for serv- 
ice. In many of these ties the spikes 
were so loose that they were easily 
removed by hand, the wood having 
no longer any holding power. Tha 
track in the vicinity of this accident 
was poorly ballasted and was unsafe 
for the passage of trains at ordinary 
speed. This derailment occurred on 
straight track while the train was 
running about 30 miles per hour.” 

The report says that “the most dis- 
quieting. and perplexing” feature in 
the problem of accident preventing is 
the large proportion of train accidents 
caused by dereliction of duty by the 
employees involved. The commission 
believes that “as a rule there are no 
men that have a keener appreciation 
of their responsibilities than railroad 
trainmen and enginemen,” and yet it 
is pointed out that 63 per cent of the 
whole number of accidents investi- 
gated were caused by mistakes on the 
part of employees. 

Employees Not Wholly Responsible. 


“There is a disposition in some 
quarters,” continues the report, “to 
charge these lamentable errors to 
failure of discipline and to hold em- 
ployees wholly responsible for such 
failure. This is a superficial view 
which contains no promise of effect- 
ive remedy. 

“A remarkable increase in the speed 
and weight of trains within recent 
years and the crowding of tracks and 
terminals caused by the movement of 
an enormously enlarged volume of 
traffic have greatly increased the du- 
ties and responsibilities of train serv- 
ice employees and multiplied § the 
chances of error on their part. Not- 
withstanding these added duties and 
responsibilities which the conditions 


the 


of modern railroading have imposed 


employees, the ge of dis- 
cipline and regulations calculated to 
insure safety in train operagion have 
remained practically unchanged. 

“To prevent railroad collisions ade- 
quate measures must be taken, frst, 
to reduce the chances of human error 
to a minimum, an second, to neu- 
tralize the effects of such error when 
it occcurs. Thé recommendations pre- 
viously made by the commission for 
legislation requiring the standardiza- 
tion of operating rules and the use of 
the block system were designed to 
reduce the probability of mistakes by 
employees, and those recommendations 
are once more presented for consider- 
ation of the congress. Uniformity and 
consistency in operating a satisfac- 
tory code which will meet the de- 
mands of modern operating conditions 
can be secured without appropriate 
action by the federal government.” 


The commission points out that ex- | 


cessive speed has been an important 
factor in many train accidents, and 
that “conditions of safe operation are 
often ignored in the effort to bring 
fast trains in on time. This is a bad 


‘practice, for whith the traveling pub- 


lic is largely responsible, and it should 
be discontinued. Adequate Measures 
should be taken to compel low speed 
wherever conditions require it, wheth- 
er schedules are maintained or not.” 


The Casualty Rate. 


The total number of casualties on 
steam roads, during the year ended 
June 30, was. 180,123, of which 10,585 
Were. persons killed and 169,538 in- 
jured. These figures indicate an in- 
crease over the previous year of 1389 
killed and 19,379 injured. Of the total 
number of casualties, 400 railway em- 
ployees were killed and 92,363 injured 
through “industrial: accidents’—hap- 
enings incident to railroad business, 
ut not due to the operation of trains. 

An anelysis of the figures furnished 
by the steam roads shows that of the 
number of persons killed, 318 were 
passengers, 3,625 employees and 6,632 
other persons, trespassing and not 
trespassing, indicating an increase of 
33 in the total number of employees 
killed, a ded¢rease of thirty-eight in 
the total mumber of passengers kill- 
ed and an increase of 194 in the 
total number of persons killed other 
than employees and passengers. In 
the last class were many victims of 
grade crossings. 

Of the persons injured 16,386 were 
Passengers, 142,442 employees and 10,- 
710 persons other than passengers and 
employees. 

Elaborate details &Are given in the 
report of the routine work of the 
commission during the year. Gener- 
ally, it shows a large increase. The 
number of formal complaints filed was 
755, a decrease of 126 ascompared with 
the previous year; 778 cases were dis- 
posed of, an increase of 126. The com- 
mission conductd 1,154 hearings, as 
compared with 943 the previous year, 


and took 125;000 pages of testimony. | 


Express Rates. 


The investigation of rates and prac- 
tices of express companies, which, the 
report says, “is probably the most 
important single piece of work ever 
done by the commisssion,” was prac- 
tically concluded during the year. “As 
a result,” says the commission, “it ap- 
peared that many of the practices of 
express companies were utterly inex- 
cusable, that their methods were ar- 
chaic and their rates discriminatory 
and unreasonable. The report of the 
commission has worked a revolution 
and renovation in the methods and 
rates of express companies.” 

Similar investigations, it is fndl- 
cated, are in progress of substitution 
of tonnage in transit, allowances to 
terminal roads, weighing of freight, 
issuing of passes, bills of lading, pri- 
vate cars, rates on anthracite coal and 
other important transportation mat- 
ters. 

Through evidence furnished by the 
division of inquiry, 93 indictments 
were returned for offenses against the 
act to regulate commerce, 34 against 
carriers, 54 against shippers or pas- 
sengers and five against shippers and 
carriers jointly. Sixty-one prosecu- 
tions were concluded, the total amount 
of fines assessed being $344,420. 

The commission, in conclusion, re- 
news its recommendations for con- 
gressional legislation providing for a

WINS AND LOSES 

Contacts of Hard Coal Roads 
Declared Illegal 


Supreme Court, However, Refuses to 
Declare Coal Roads to Be in 
General Combination. 


_ Washington, December 16.—The_su- 
preme court of the United States to- 
day canceled as violative of the Sher- 
man anti-trpst law the contracts by 
which railroad owned coal companics 
in the Pennsylvania anthracite fields 
had purchased the output for all time 
of “independent” mines. | 

Attorney General Wickersham to- 
night expressed the belief that the de- 
cision “will so completely destroy the 
combination which now controls the 
price of anthracite that it must result 
in a distinct measure of relief to the 
public.” 

The court also ordered dissoluticn 
of railroad control of the Temple Iron 
company, by which the principal rail- 
roads and their coal companies were 
found to have strangled a project to 
build a competing road into the an- 
thracite fields in 1898. and by which 
monopolizing schemes could be put 
into operation handily in the future. 

Where Government Faliied. 

The government failed, the court 
held, to show a “general combination” 
to apportion the amount of coal to bs 
put upon the market annually by the 
various roads. The government's: 
other charges as to a general combi- 
nation were characterized as “indefi- 
nite.” 

Minor combinations were held to 
have been impreperly included in the 
petition of the government and the 
proceeding against them was dismiss- 
ed without prejudice to other actions 
by the government. Attorney General 
Wickersham was not prepared to say 
whether he would direct new proceed- 
ings against these alleged combina- 
tions. 

Justice Lurton announced the opin- 
ion of the court. 

The suit was sent back to the judges 
of the court in which it originated, 
the circuit court for eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, for the enforcement of the de- 
cision. The finding of the lower court 
was upheld, except as to contracts with 
ths “independents.” 

The railroads concerned in the case 
were the Philadelphia and Reading, 
the Lehigh Valley, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, the Erie and 
the New York, Susquehanna and West- 
ern. 


Text of the Decision. 

In an opinion announced by Asso- 
clate Justice Lurton the court holds: 

“Nirst—That the general combina- 
tion alleged by the government to ex- 
igt between the defendant roads for 
ah apportionment for total tonnage to 
the seaboard by an agreement in the 
nature of a pooling arrangement has 
not been established and therefore the 
relief sought by the government upon 
the assumption of such combination 
is denied. 

“Second—The court finds, however, 
that the principal defendants did com- 
bine for the purpose of shutting out 
from the anthracite coal field a pro. 
jected independent line of railroad, the 
New York, Wyoming and Western rail. 
road, and to accomplish that pur- 
pose it is found that the stock of the 
Bemple Iron company ,and of the 
Simpson and Watkins collieries was 
acquired for the purpose of and wittr 
the intention, not of normally and 
lawfully developing trade, but of re- 
straining interstate commerce and 
competition in transportation which 
would have presumably come about 
through the construction and opera.

Certain Contracts Void. 

“Third—The court holds that certain 
contracts made with producers cov- 
ering between 20 and 25 per cent of 
the total annua] supply of coal, known 
as the 65 per cent contracts, by which 
such independent producers bound 
themselves to deliver the output of 
their mines or any other mine which 
they might acquire, to the railroad 
companies for 65 per cent of the av- 
erage market price at Tidewater, were 
also void, because in violation of the 
anti-trust act as abnormal and ille- 
gal restraint upon interstate com- 
merce. 

“Fourth—The court reiterates the 
declaration in the Standard Oil case, 
that an act of congress does not ‘for- 
bid or restrain the power to make 
normal and usual] contracts to further 
trade by resorting to all normal meth- 
ods, whether by agreement or other- 
wise, to accomplish such purpose.’” 

Nevertheless, it holds that the acts 
which it finds in this case to be ille- 
gal, the Temple Iron and 65 per cent 
contracts, were not within such class, 
but on the contrary were abnormal 
in their character and directly tended 
to and were intended to illegally re- 
strain trade and commerce and ther ;- 
fore came within the statute as illus- 
trated by the rulings in St. Louis Ter- 
minal association and Swift & Co. v. 
United States. 

Whether the department of justice 
wtll undertake further investigation 
of the coal situation has not been de- 
termined. Numerous complaints have 
been received alleging restraint -of 
trade as being accountable for the high 
prices of coal this fall and winter in 
certain sections of the country. Action 
on these has been deferred pending the 
decision handed down today. 

Victory Says Wickersham. 

“The decision,” said Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham in his statement to- 
night, “marks the close of a tenayear 
combination controlling the production, 
shipment and marketing of anthracite 
coal. The bill was filed after an inves- 
tigation by the interstate commerce 
commission. Suit was brought in Phila- 
delphia in June, 1907. 

“It is believed that this decision will 
so completely destroy the combination 
which now controls the price of an- 
thracite coal that it must result in a 
distinct measure of relief to the 
public. 

“There were a number of subsidiary 
questions raised in the bill represent- 
ing charges that different combinations 
which the defendants were alleged to 
have formed were unlawful, but the 
court, holding that, as all of the de- 
fendants are not parties to any one of 
those combinations, but that each of 
them affects some of the defendants 
Only, dismisses them out of this suit 
without prejudice and without express-

Must Be in Limit Then 


By Dick Jemison. 

One “drastic step was taken by the 
Southern league magnates at their 
meeting in Birmingham Saturday, and 
it remains to be seen just what effect 
such a gtep will have on the coming 
race. Maybe it will be a hardship, and 
maybe not. 

In years gone by it has been the cus- 
tom to allow the teams to carry most 
any number of players for a month 
after the season opens. .This year the 
clubs can carry up to eighteen players, 
provided the eighteen are not receiv- 
ing over $3,600, the salary limit agreed 
upon. 

In other words, it evolves itself into 
the proposition that every . Manager 
must select his team before the open- 
ing of the season. He cannot carry 
surplus men this year. The sticking to 


‘the limit right at the start makés this 


impossible. 

For instance: Suppose Atlanta has 
fifteen men, and their total salaries are 
$3,450. Unless the club possesses a 
man whose salary is only $150 a month, 
who cannot open the season with but 
fifteen men. 

It was thought at first that the adop- 
tion of the maximum individual limit 
of $300 per man would have a serious 
effect on the local club, but Manager 
Smith says not. Agler, Alperman, 
Donnelly, Weaver, Bailey and McAllis- 
ter will probably be the high-priced 
men on the club, but they do not ex- 
ceed this limit. The rest of the team 


will be cheaper, so the Crackers fared 
very well, go far as the salary limit 
was concerned. It is just opening in 
the limit that hurts. 

The opening date of the season was 
set as April 17. How long the season 
wil] be permitted to run depends on 
the schedule committee, which was ap- 
pointed, composed of Charley Frank, of 
New Orleans; C. Z. Collson, of Mobile; 
O. B. Andrews, of Chattanooga, and 
President Kavanaugh, ex-officio, but 
it is understood that the season will 
end September 14, making it the short- 
est playing season in the history of the 
league. 

Bill Smith is sore about this shorter 
season and about the rule making the 
clubs observe the salary and player 
limit right from the opening day. He 
is going to make a fight on this, and 
hopes to be successful. As for the 
player and salary limit, as adopted, he 
is pleased. 

The earlier Saturday games proposi- 
tion will be fought by Atlanta. The 
committee will be presented with At- 
lanta’s petition and asked to consider 
it when framing the schedule. 

The spring meeting of the league, at 
which the schedule will be presented 
and adopted, will be held in Chattanoo- 
ga in February. 

Many other minor.-incidents, such as 
squabbles between clubs over players, 
the paying of transportation to players 
reporting and the election of officers 
completed the business done at the

Kenyon-Sheppard Measure Is 
Before the Senate 


Purpose of the Bill Is* to Prevent 
Shipments of Liquor Into 
Dry Territory. 


December 16.—Denun- 
ciaition of the “mail order liquor busi- 
ness” as the enemy of state prohibi- 
tion characterized the opening today 
of the fight in the senate for the pas- 
sage of the Sheppard-Kenyon Dill to 
prohibit the shipment of liquor across 
state lines into “dry” territory. 

The galleries were thronged with 
men and women identified with the 
National Temperance movement when 
the debate began on the measure long 
pending before both branches of con- 
gress. 

Consideration of the bill was devoted 
to addresses in its support by Sena- 
tors Sanders of Tennessee and McCum- 
ber of North Dakota, both of whom 
had introduced bills similar to the 
measure pending. 

Measure to Be Pushed. 

Legislative rules threw the bill back 
to the regular calendar when the short 
debate was interrupted by the con- 
vening of the Archbald court of im- 
Ppeathment. Members will demand that 
it again he taken up, however, and 
an effort probably will be made soon 
to have it brourcht before the senate 
as the “unfinished business,” insuring 
its daily consideration until it finally 
is disposed of.

throughout the day’s debate, 
brought numerous senators into the 
discussion. Senator McCumber declared 
efforts to give state governments pow~- 
er to seize liquor shipments as soon 
as they crossed the state lines must 
fail, because the supreme court inva- 
riably had held. such legislation to be 
unconstitutional. 

The federal government has entire 
right, he declared, to prohibit the ship- 
ment of liquor into prohibition states. 
The measure pending, which passed the 
house as the Sheppard bill, would pro- 
hibit the present mail order and ex- 
press order business in liquor in states 
where local prohibition prevails. 

Senator Sanders declared congress 
did not plan to interfere with states 
in the exercise of their own rights 
over the. liquor traffic. 

“This bill, if it should become law, 
would not interfere with what are 
commonly known as “wet states,” said 
Senator Sanders. 

“It would only prohibit the shipment 
of liquor into states where police laws 
now prohibit its sale.” 

Mail Order Whisky. 

He declared that mail order and 
express order concerns were shipping 
liquor into “dry -states” practically 
without interference, ' making it al- 
most impossible for state officials to 
enforce prohibition laws. 

He declared that although Tennes- 
see was a prohibition state, travel- 
ing men and agents of mail order 
liquor houses were constantly solicit- 
ing business in that state from “boot- 
leggers” and “soft drink dealers,” 
shipping in thcir wares from across 
state line, so that local authorities 
could not stop it. 

Senator McCumber, of North Dakota, 
also spoke in favor of the proposed 
law. 

“It will help the state officials to 
enforce the laws against blind pig- 
gZism and bootleggers,” he declared. 
“The state laws are ineffective so long 
as there is no means of getting at 
the source of supply outside the state.”

Orville H. Hall, of the third ward, 
pinned his faith as an effective means 
of placing the city sanitary depart- 
ment in control over contractors to 
prevent muddying the _ streets, was 
aimed chiefly at Alderman James W. 
Maddox, who plugged valiantly for 
Chambers all through his campaign’: 
against Woodward. 

Carefully Planned Filibuster. 

The filibuster of Councilman Cham- 
bers was so carefully planned and car- 
ried out that there were few who tum- 
bled to the move until, at 7 o'clock, 
when a motion to adjourn was offered 
as the last means of freezing the or- 
dinance out. Ten voted on the mo- 
tion, five for and five against adjourn- 
ment. Mayor Pro Tem. John 8. Can- 
dler broke the deadlock and prevented 
the ordinance being introduced. 

“I object to the unfair tactics that 
have been brought into play to pre- 
vent this ordinance getting before 
council,” Alderman McClelland shout- 
ed in derision. “You’ll have to vote 
against it every time council meets.” 

Councilman Hall framed the meas- 
ure to have the original ordinance re- 
stored to the city code after he made 
a personal inspection of some of the 
streets over which Alderman Maddox 
directed his mud-hauling carts. He 
took the position that the city council 
was assuming too much authority by 
taking one ordinance from the books 
and placing thereon one that is abso- 
lutely worthless. 

Hatcher Opposed Repeal. 

Under the repealed ordinance, the 
chief of the sanitary department has 
the authority to make cases against 
contractors who allow dirt to spill on 
the streets. Chairman Harvey Hatch- 
er, of the streets committee, was the 
only member of council who opposed 
the repeai of the old ordinance under 
which Alderman Maddox had been 
fined several times before the record-

Decision Was in Favor 
of the Rgads. 


New. York, December 16.—In the de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court in the anthracite case, the stock 
market today received an effective 
Stimulus, which resulted in a better 
sustained upward movement than at 
any previous time since the long de- 
cline set in.

With 
recollections still fresh of the up- 
heaval which followed the rendition 
merger decision, the 
market was apprehensive of the influ- 
ence of further important decisions, 
which might be rendered today. Bears

further liquidation on the part of out- 
of-town holders of securities. The de- 
chine in copper metal abroad weak- 
ened the copper stocks. 

The news from WasShington of the 
anthracite decision changed the as- 
pect of the market instantly. There 
was excited bidding for Reading, a 
was rushed up as mucn us a poin 
between sales.. After selling at 158 rar 
the price bounded to 164%. 

Trading grew quiter for a time pend- 
ing receipt of more definite informa- 
tion as to the court’s ruling and then 
buying was resumed in a more or- 
derly way. Reading advanced to 168 
Other active issues rose sympathet- 
ically until there were numerous gains 
of 1 to 4 points, Union Pacific rising 
4. Some of the anthracite stocks made 
larger gains. Quotations eased off just 
before the close. 

Wall street viewed the anthracite 
decision as a practical victory for the 
railroads.

demanded by the allies comprise the 
immediate surrender of the Turkish 
fortresses of Scutari, Adrianople and 
Janina to the garrisons of which full 
military honors will be granted; ‘the 
evacuation of eastern Europe by Tur- 
key as far as East Tchatalja to a line 
to be delim'‘ted on the spot; the ces- 
sion to Greece of all the Algean 
islands; the annexation of Crete to 
Greece and the payment by Turkey of 
a war indemnity and of the expenses 
incurred by the allies on account of 
the Turkish prisoners. 

The allies in return are prepared to 
grant complete amnesty to the Mus- 
sulman population in the _ territories 
they annex for any acts of hostility 
during the war; the return of all pris- 
oners; the recognition of the spiritual 
sovereignty of the sultan over Otto- 
mans becoming subjects of the Balkan 
states, and the free administration by 
the Mussulmans of their pious founda- 
tions in the Balkans. 

To these conditions has now been 
added the taking over by the Balkan 
states of that part of the Ottoman pub- 
lic debt corresponding to the territo- 
ries which they annex unless the pow- 
erg controlling the Otoman debt al- 
low them to deduct that part from the 
war indemnity imposed upon Turkey, 
which would thus remain the only 
debtor. 

The Turkish Terms. 

The terms formulated by Turkey 
have been kept secret, but it may be 
asserted on good authority that they 
include the renunciation by both sides 
of any money transaction under the 
form of indemnity or otherwise, ex- 
cept the taking over by the Balkan 
states of a portion of the Ottoman 
public debt proportionately to the new 
territories they acquire. 

They provide also that the sultan 
shall have a representative in the ter- 
ritories passing to the allies, where 
Ottoman courts shall be instituted for 
Mussulman subjects. 

Adrianople, the first Turkish capital 
in Europe, and surrounding territory 
shall remain to Turkey. 

The Turco-Bulgarian frontier south 
of Adrianople shall be marked by the 
Maritza river, while the territory west 
of Maritza as far as the Struma river 
would go to Bulgaria, which’ thus 
would have the port of Kavala, to 
which she has long aspired. 

Furthermore, Turkey will demand 
that Saloniki, over the possession of 
which it is pointed out serious Greco- 
Bulgarian antagonism has arisen, shall 
remain to Turkey, and, together with 
Monastir and Scutari and their _re- 
spective districts, snall form Ottoman 
territory surrounding Albania. 

Servia is to have Uskup, Pristine, 
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Mitrovitas and part of the Sanjak 
of Movipazar, the remaining part g0- 
ing to Montenegro. 

To Bulgaria is conceded the island 
of Thason, but key claims posses- 
sion of the other islands in the Aege- 
as, .including- Samotltrace, Imbros, 
Lennons and Mitylano, together with 
those now. occupied by Italy, because 
the latter belong to Asiatic Turkey 

But the administration at Constan- 
tinople pledges itself to obtain from 
England, Russia,’ France and Italy. 
the four protective powers in Crete, 
their consent that this island shall be 
annexed to Greece. , 

Separated by Great Gulf. 

These terms would give the allies 
four-fifths of athe territory, which a 
few weeks ago was European Turkey, 
but, notwithstanding what seems t) 
be a great concession, a comparison 
of the terms of the allies with those 
of Turkey is sufficient to show the 
immense gulf separating them, 

Even admitting, many - concessions 
are made on both sides; an ultimate 
understanding appears extremely dif- 
ficult. Because of this, the idea of 
mediation has been puf forward. Al! 
the delegates, however, ‘declare’ em- 
phatically that they know nothing 
about mediation. 

The delegates did not refuse to dis- 
cuss the question unofficially, and re- 
marked that it would be impossible 
for Russia or Austria to mediate, as 


ested in the settlement; nor could Ger- 
many, because she is bound to Aus- 
tria: nor could ‘Italy, because of the 
recent war between that country and 
Turkey. 

There. only remains England and 
France, which might be acceptable, to 
both parties, but their selection might 
give umbrage to Germany and Austria. 

United States Alone Impartial. = 

It. was pointed out that the only 
great power absoluiely disinterested 
and impartial is the United States, and 
that if it were possible to bring about 
some of the same intervention which 
in 1905 led to the conclusion of peace 
between Russia and Japan, this might 
lead to actual mediation. This would 
not be the first time that action by 
the United States has made itself felt 
in a matter concerning Turkey. Un- 
official ‘intervention by the United 
States had a beneficial effect in the 
Turco-Italian war, when last June. the 
American ambassador at Rome, after 
an understanding with the Italian 
premier, notified the American ambas- 
sador at Constantinople of the peace 
conditions proposed by Italy, which 
were exactly those embodied in the 
treaty of Lausanne. 

Ambassadog Rockhill, representing a 
country without territorial or other 
aspirations in the Ottoman empire, was 
the main nstrument in convincing the 
porte of the uselessness of resistance, 
and the advisability of coming to terms 
with Italy. 

The conference of the ambassadors, 
which will begin tomorrow, is called 
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both of these powers are too inter-. 


among the diplomats “the cledring 
houwse,” as they expect to agree on 
many questions which have arisen 
through the Balkan situation. 

These questions, then, will be prac- 
tically solved when they come up for 
discussion at the future conference, 
when the new map of eastern Europe 
will be definitely settled. This confer- 
ence is likely to take place in Paris or 
fat The Hague.

ARCHBALD NAMED 
RAILWAY LAWYER 


To Select Juries to Try Cases 
in Judge’s Court—Lawyer 
on the Witness Stand. 


Washington, December 16.—James 
B. Woodward, of Wilkesbarre, Pa., at- 
torney for the Lehigh Valley railroad, 
whose appointment as a jury commis- 
sioner was the basis for one of the 
charges against Judge Robert W. 
Archbald, became the central figure 
in today’s opening of the defense in 
the trial by impeachment now in prog- 
ress before the senate. 

Mr. Woodward was produced to dis- 
prove the imputations against Judge 
Archbald that the latter had favored 
the railroads in selecting the jury 
commissioner. 

When Judge Archbald’s attorneys 
finished with the witness he was put 
through a grilling by members of the 
senate and by the house managers, in 
the course of which he admitted that 
if a jury commissioner deliberately set 
about the task, he could get juries fa- 
vorable to the interests of the rall- 
roads. He declared he never had done 
this, and that it would be a compll- 
cated and difficult task to accomplish, 

The opening testimony concerned 
chiefly the value of the “Katydid” 
railroad and coal dump, which Judge 
Archbald is charged with having gain 
ed control of through influence 
brought to bear on its owners, the Erle 
railroad. 

John M. Robertson and William Law, 
whose mining operations previous to 
1908 created the culm, John Monie, 
foreman for the Robertson & Law firm 
during the formation of the dump, and 
Frank A. Johnson and Joseph P. Jen- 
nings, mine inspectors for the Hillside 
Coal and Iron company, the Erie sub- 
sidiary company which controlled the 
dump, all were produced to prove the 
low value of the property. 

Efforts were made to exclude the 
testimony of Mr. Robertson as “inv 
maderial.”” Judge Archbald’s attorneys 
insisted, however, that the accused 
judge was charged with having exert- 
ed influence on the railroad to get a 
low valuation on the coal dump, and 
that they had the right to produce 

vidence to show the dump was ac- 
tually of low value. The evidence was 
admitted.

DR. £ ‘tBERG SUCCEEDS 
WILEY AS U, S. CHEMIST 


Washington, December, 16.—Presi- 
dent Taft today directed Secretary 
Wilson to appoint Dr. Carl Alsberg, 
a chemist in the agricultural depart- 
ment, chief of the bureau of chemis- 
try, to succeed Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. 

Dr. Alsberg has an _ international 
reputation as an authority on the 
biological phases of chemistry. He 
has been chairman of the new bDbio- 
chemical section of the American 
Chemical society, was secretary of the 
section of physiological chemistry of 
the international congress of arts and 
sciences at the St. Louis exposition, 
and his publications in the field of 
biochemistry have been numerous. 

Dr. Alsberg was educated in the 
New York private schools, Columbia 
university, the University of Stras- 
burg, was a research worker at the 
German imperial institute for experi- 
mental therapeutics at Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, and studied at the Univer- 
sity of Berlin, working while in Ger- 
many under Schneidburg, a famous 
authority on chemical pharmacology. 
Later he took charge of the depart- 
ment of biological chemistry at the 
Harvard medical school.

“GRANDFATHER LAW” 
IN SUPREME COURT 


St. Louis, December 16.—Two ques- 
tions relating to the validity of the 
Oklahoma “grandfather law” were cer- 
tified today to the supreme court of 
the United States by the United States 
circuit court of appeals, sitting in St. 
Louis. 

The “grandfather law” provides that 
any person may be debarred from vot- 
ing in case of his inability to read and 
write any section of the state con- 
stitution, unless his ancestors were 
qualified voters before January 3, 1866.

British Government Offers Warship 


to Convey Body of Reid to 
United States. 


Washington, December 16.—Presi- 


dent Taft today announced through 
Secretary Hilles that the post of am- 


bassador to Great Britain, made va- 
cant by the death of Whitelaw Reid, 
will not be filled by him. 

This announcement fellowed a con- 
ference between the president and Sec- 
tetary Knox. ; 

The president believes that impor- 
tant diplomatic questions involving 
Great Britain and the United States 
can be handled successfully in Wash-' 
ington by Mr. Knox and the British , 
ambassador. He understands that: 
President-elect Wilson already is con-' 
sidering a man for the London post’ 
and he does not wish to appoint some- 
one who can serve only a few months. 

The post at London will be vacant 
until March, and will be the first time 
in many years that the United- States 
has been without an ambassador in 
London. | 

The state department has taken no 
action toward arranging details of 
the funeral of the late ambassador. It 
is felt that™these should be fixed by 
Secretary Laughiin and other officials 
of the embassy at London with special 
reference to the wishes of Mrs. Reid. 
If the family should decide to accept 
the offer of the British government to 
send the body home on a British war- 
ship, there wouid, of course, be a con- 
siderable amount of ceremonial at- 
tendantgon the embarkation of the 
casket, which would be conducted by 
the American embassy. 


BRITISH WARSHIP TO CONVEY ; 
REID’S BODY TO AMERICA 


London, December 16.—The British 


government has proposed to the gov- . 


ernment. of the. United States. that. a 
British battleship should convey the 
body of the late American ambassador 
to his native land. 

Premier Asquith, in announcing this 
decision of the government formally 
in the house of commons today, paid a 
graceful tribute to the diplomat’s 


memory. 

It has been arranged to hold a me- 
morial for the late ambassador in 
Westminster abbey at noon on Fri- 
day. 

Referring to the death of Whitelaw 
Reid, Premier Asquith said: 

“IT would ask leave of the house to 
give brief expression to the sincére 
grief felt by the whole Briti nation 
at the death of thé anita or from 
the United States The American am- 
bassador to this country has a posi- 
tion of his own, which’is independent 
of his status and functions as the dip- 
lomatic representative of an external 
power. 

“We regard him as a kinsman. He 
is also an honored and a welcome 
guest, sharing with us by birth and 


inheritance ‘not a few of our most * 


cherished traditions, and participatiny 
when he comes here by what I may 
describe as:his own right, in our do- 
mestic interests and celebrations. 

“The office has been adorned by a 
long succession of distinguished men, 
but I am not using the language of 
exaggeration when I ‘say that none 
of them more fully entered into ‘ts 
spirit and maintained its special au- 
thority than did Whitelaw Reid. He 
brought to the discharge of its mani- 
fold and exacting duties the gather- 
ed experience of a veteran in publis 
affairs, the endowment of a man of 
the highest culture, a social gift of 
the most genial and generous nature. 
He was a host in keen sympathy with 
the many sides of our British life, a 
man always open and receptive, and 
with the warmest of hearts. 

“We propose to suggest to the 
United States government that one of 
his majesty’s battleships or battle- 
ship cruisers should convey the body 
of the late ambassador to his native 
land. 

“I am certain I am interpreting the 
sentiments of the whole house when 
I venture in the name of the members 
to offer to the late ambassador's fam- 
ily and to the president and people 
of the United States our deep and 
heartfelt sympathy for the loss of one 
who was a great American, who was 
none the less at home among us, and 
who in a true and real sense was felt 
by all of us to be one of ourselves.’

AMERICANS CERTAINLY 
LIKE THEIR FOOD SWEET 


Washington, December  16.—Each 
person in the United States this year 
will have used about 87 pounds of 
sugar, the per capita consumption of 
this article having increased from 80 
pounds in 1910, 59 pounds in 1900 and 
39.56 pounds in 1880, according to sta- 
tistics gathered by the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce. ‘Lhe 
total sugar consumption this year will 
exceed 8,000,000,000 pounds, whereas in 
1900 only 4,500,000,000 pounds were 
used. ' 

The cost of sugar to the consumer 
this year will approximate $400,000,- 
000, more than $1,000,000 a day. 

One-fourth of this sugar came from 
the United States proper; another 
fourth from Hawail and Porto Rico 
and the remainder from foreign coun- 
tries, chiefly Cuba. <A large increase 
in the production of beet sugar in this 
country this year is noted, 1,400,000,- 
000 pounds having been raised against 
1,000,000,000 pounds in 1910 and less 
than half that amount in 1905.

New York, December 16.—Many of 
the familiar Christmas decorations 
which have been used for generations 
will not appear this year as the result 
of a decision by the New York board of 
fire underwriters. A letter is to be 
sent this week to every holder of a fire 
insurance policy in the city which 
reads: “Your attention is called to the 
fact that the introduction about 
premises of Christmas greens and 
other inflammable materials, such as 
cotton to represent snow, constitutes 
an additional fire hazard and will not 
be permitted.” 


LET FATHER PAY $5,060, 
SAY THE BOYS TO GIRLS 


Chicago, December 16.—Answer was 
given today by members of a Young 
Men’s Christian Association here to 
marriageable girls who, a short time 
ago, organizeg a “young woman's $5,000 
club,” the object of which was _ to 
pledge themselves not to marry a man 
who made less than $5,000 a year. 

Briefly stated, the answer was: “Let 
father pay the $5,000." 

Resolutions were drawn up setting 
forth that it was agreed that it was 
impossible to meet the demands of the 
average wife on an income less than 
the figures named, and placing the 
men’s organization in the following po- 
sition regarding it: 

“This club demands that in cases 
where parents have trained their 
girls to need $5,000 a year on which 
to live, the parents be required to pay 
the amount to their sons-in-law who, 
marrying the girls, must shoulder the 

nsequences such training.” 


General Vaccination Would Entirely 
Eliminate It, Says Georgia 
Board of Health. 


Smallpox, one of the most conta- 
gious as well as unnecessary diseases, 
may be easily eradicated from Geor- 
gia, as well as any other state, says 
the Georgia state board of health, by 
the simple process of vaccination; but 
to accomplish this result vaccination 
must be general, thorough and coni- 
plete. 

Unfortunately statistics as to smallpox 
in Georgia are lacking; they are kept 
only by one or two of the larger cities. 
But in 1910, thirty-six states reported 
30,352 cases with 415 deaths, showing 
a marked increase over the preceding 
year both in number and death rate. 
Taking the states around Georgia, 
Florida with 1,286 cases and 12 
deaths, showed a marked increase: 
Tennessee’s report of 2,199 cases was 
incomplete; North Carolina reported 
4,281 cases, while there were no re- 
ports from South Carolina, Alabama 
or Georgia. 

Prevalence of smallpox in Georgia 
is not questioned; Httle is said of it 
except when it becomes epidemic or 
semi-epidemic ip a particular locality; 
then a vaccination crusade is started, 
but often too late to protect many of 
the victims. 

Smallpox Has a History. 

Smalipox is one of the oldest of 
epidemic diseases. There are refer- 
ences to it dating back 1,000 years 
before the Christian era. In Europe, 
in the middle ages, its death roll 
would run as high as 600,000 in a 
single year. It was brought to Amer- 
ica early in the seventeenth century, 
and has been more or less prevalent 
here ever since. 

Smallpox is considered unquestion- 
ably a germ disease, but the germ is 
one about which scientists as yet 
know nothing. What they do know, 
however, beyond all question, is how 
to prevent it. Nearly everyone ex- 
posed to it who is not protected by 
vaccination or who has not had the 
disease at some previous time, will 
contract it. It may be gotten by di- 
rect contact, such as shaking hands 
with one who has it, or indirectly by 
sleeping in a bed which has been oc- 
,} cupied by a smallpox patient. There 
is reason to believe even more re- 
mote contagion may take place. Ev- 
ery case of it comes from some other 
case, either directly or indirectly. 

Ten days, two weeks or even 2 
longer time may pass before the 
symptoms develop. Then comes a se- 
vere chill followed by a rapidly rising 
fever and severe aching pains in the 
back, joints or head. After a couple 
of days of fever rash appears usually 
first on the forehead, and the fever 
subsides. The rash, at first pink or 
reddish splotches, smooth and fla& de- 
velops in a few hours into little hard 
rounded bumps under the skin. These 
Spread over the entire body, develop- 
ing blisters as they grow. The pa- 
tient again develops a fever, and th: 
blisters, filled first with a clear fluid, 
become filled with corruption. The 
patient presents a horrible picture. 
The skin is covered with a mass of 
pus, the eyes are closed by the swell- 
ing and the diseased flesh gives forth 
@ horrible odor. After about twelve 
days the eruption begins to heal, the 
blisters dry up and finally the skin 
is covered with fine scales from the 
top of the eruption waich are believed 
to contain the ~“atagion of the dis- 
ease. The patient is contagious until 
all the postules have dried up and 
scaled off and the skin over them is 
type, said by some to be due to the 


in the skin, which disfigures the pa- 
tient for life. 
Has Grown Milder. 

The disease in the United States, of 
late years, has been of the milder 
less virulent strain of the infection. 
Notwithstanding this there have been 
severe outbreaks at various points in 
the United States with an excessively 
large mortality. There is no guaran- 
tee that the next outbreak in Georgia 
may not be of the severer type, ex- 
acting heavy death toll. 

But mild or not, no one wants 
Smallpox; no one wants it around him. 
An absolute and certain method of 
prevention has been Known for more 
than a century. In 1770 Edward Jen- 
ner, an English physician, heard a 
dairyman say: “I can not take that 
disease because I have had the caow- 
pox.” Impressed by this statement he 
spent @ quarter of a century studying 
the problem, announcing his discovery 
in 1798. He inoculated a boy with 
cowpox. Six weeks later he inocu- 
lated him with virulent smallpox vi- 
rus, and no ill effects followed: al- 
though frequently inoculated there- 
after the boy never took the disease. 
Just in proportion as the practice of 
vaccination spread after that date, the 
scourge of smallpox diminished. it 
was the virus from the cow that pro- 
tected the boy; it Is the same virus, 
made under approved sanitary condi- 
tions, that protects those who are 
vaccinated today. 

Effectiveness Proven. 


That, briefly. is how vaccination 
came about; time and tests have 
proven its effectiveness and value be- 
yond all question. In Germany, whera 
every person must be vaccinated, 
smallpox has practically disappeared. 
In the same manner smallpox could 
be made to disappear from Georgia or 
from the United States, within three 
weeks, never to return, except in im- 
ported cases, which need not be quar- 
antined, as no one could contract the 
disease from them. 

Every child should be vaccinated as 
soon as possible after about the third 
month of life, or sooner after birth, 
if smallpox is prevailing in the neigh- 
borhood. At seven years vaccination 
should be repeated and then revacci- 
nation should be practiced about once 
in seven years. If the first two are 
successful the subsequerit “takes” will 
be mild or the virus will not take at 
all. 

Communities, states, countries which 
have practiced this system have ef- 
fectively eradicated smalipox, and so 
Georgia might rid herself of the disa- 
ease for all time. 


DIES IN ELECTRIC CHAIR

Ossining, N. Y., December 16.—Mattee 
Dell Omo, a young Italian convicted of 
killing his sister, mother and niece in 
Brooklyn in 1911, paid the penalty of 
death in the electric chair at Sing Sing 
prison this morning. The execution 
leaves a vacant cell in the death house 
for the first time since the incarceration 
there of Charles Becker and the four 
gunmen.
